6 To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the building and repairing of 
highways, bridges and sidewalks. 

7 To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for lighting streets and town 
house. 

8 To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the fire department. 

g To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for town house repairs. 

10 To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the free library.

raise and appropriate for Memorial Day. 


12 To see what sum of money the voters of the 
Town of Milford, will raise and appropriate to build a 
street and bridge connecting Souhegan street with Nashua 
street commencing at a point between the western corpor- 
ation building and Border street, on Souhegan street, go- 
ing down across the river to such point as a committee to 
be appointed for such a purpose, shall determine to be the 
most advantageous for the town, and thereon to connect 
with Nashua street.

Selectmen of Milford. 


Report of Selectmen. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Milford: 


In making this report, we are pleased to say that: 
the year just closed has been a very successful one fi- 
nancially. There have been but few extraordinary 
expenses and those not over large, the extra money 
laid out on highways being the only one worth mention- 
ing, We have been fortunate in having small snow 
bills, no law suits, and a/‘small amount of sickness 
requiring the attention of the Board of Health. 
Twenty-five hundred dollars has been paid on the out- 
standing notes, and we have a balance in the treasury 
of something over four thousand dollars. 


SEWERS. 


At a cost of about one thousand dollars, the sewer 
at East Milford has been constructed from the river to 
Nashua street, which relieves the surface water. It has 
been very troublesome in that sectionin years past. The 
extension of this sewer up Nashua street will be called 
for at no distant time. The sewer on Gilson Hill has 
given much trouble by freezing each season since its 
coustruction. ‘This has been relaid below the frost and 
there should be no further difficulty. The sewer on 
Billings street has been extended to Summer street, and 
other minor improvements have been made. In our 
opinion, the South street sewer should be extended, so 
that the street may be drained and a stone surface put 
on. We think there is not another street in the town 
that needs attention as badly as this one, and, we most 
earnestly hope that the town will raise the twelve hun- 
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dred dollars for sewers, as recommended in our esti- 
mates. 


ELECTRIC LIGHTS. | 


The past six months show that the electrie light 
people have put themselves in position to give 
good lights, and now the question with us is, how many 
will we have on our streets at the price we pay for 
them? The price of lights the coming )ear is to be 
eighteen dollars per light and eizhty-tive dollars for each 
of the are lights. There are now 106 lights and about 
twelve more being asked for This would make the cost for 
lighting the streets twenty-three hundred and seventy- 
nine dollars and the cost of hghting the town house is 
something over three hundred dollars, thus making 
about twenty-seven hundred dollars required for light- 
ing. 

TOWN HOUSE REPAIRS. 

The bills for town house repairs have been small the 
past year, but this year we believe the trimmings 
should be painted and a new roof built to the piazza 
on the south side. 


HIGHWAYS. 


The item in our town expenses, of the most interest 
to the taxpayer next to that of schools, is highways. The 
past year, aside from the usual expense of keeping the 
streets and highways in repair, we have been called upon 
to widen and straighten South street, from the Cutt’s 
place to the Brookline road, as laid out by the selectmen 
sixteen years ago and never built. The town was liable to 
indictment at any time for not doing this, and we were 
forced to attend to it and save the expense of a law suit. 
The cost was about seven hundred dollars, and with a 
little attention in the spring, we are confident that it will 
make a good piece of road. It was built in accordance 
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with the plans furnished by E. O. Hathaway, surveyor 
of the Wilton road. 


STATE HIGHWAY. 


In regard to the state road, the statements made by 
many in regard to its cost are made without looking 
into the matter. All work done on state roads has to 
be done by contract, and when the contract for this 
work was let, it was supposed by all parties that the 
gravel was to be bought at the Taylor gavel bank at ten 
cents per load, and teamed on an average three-fourths 
of a mile, but when the work of making the cut in the 
new piece of road began, it was found that here 
was gravel of a better quality than at the Taylor 
bank and right midway of the work, and here is where 
the company that took the contract were in luck and 
made money. On the other hand, if the town had under- 
taken to do this at the same price and had been obliged 
to get the gravel at the Taylor bank as was expected, 
they would have lost money surely. We believe that 
this piece of road was well done, and the future will 
prove it so. And now comes the question: Will 
the town take advantage of the state aid this 
year? Ifno application for state aid is made, the town 
is required, under Section 3 of Chapter 35, Laws of 
1905, to set apart and expend for permanent improve- 
ment the sum of $1,537.50. If the town does apply for 
state aid under the above mentioned law of 1905, an ad- 
ditional sum of $768.75 must be set aside and a joint 
fund for the town is formed, the items of which are as 
follows :

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To us it would seem a good business proposition to 
take advantage of this aid, and would recommend 
$7,000.00 for this and the regular highway expenses. 


In closing, we present you a letter just received 
from Rev. A. M. Pendleton, which explains itself. 


To the Town of Milford: 


I often notice groups of children gathered around a 
table in one corner of the stack room of the town library, 
eagerly searching books for answers to lists of questions 
given them by their teachers. Restricted as the accommo- 
dations are, they will soon be crowded out by the growth 
of the library. ‘This condition emphasizes the need of a 
special childrens’ department, to say nothing of a reference 
library for older people, who have no better conveniences 
for investigating any subject than the children have. 

As a contribution to this end, I make over to the town 
two sums of three hundred dollars each from the estates of 
Dorcas Peabody and Mary Ann Peabody, both now 
deceased. Of course they will be wholly inadequate as a 
provision for the purpose intended. They will be only a 
beginning, to which I trust others will add, and the town 
in due time contribute. 

One other object they will also serve, — to keep in 
remembrance the names of two faithful women, who, though 
they lived to a great age, did not outlive their interest in 
others, and especially in the young. Let these two little 
funds, with their mcrease till the plan can be carried out, 
be a slight memorial of their life-long habit of doing good 
as they had opportunity. 

When a suitable room fora childrens’ department has 
been provided, let the income of these funds be expended 
for young peoples’ books, and be appropria'ely marked as 
having been purchased from the proceeds of one or the 
- other, as the case may be.

The Board of Firewards submit the following 
report of the condition of the Fire Department for the 
year ending Feb. 15, 1906. The department consists of 
Kagle Hose Co., 12 men; Souhegan Hose Co., 12 men ; 
Alert Hook and Ladder Co., 16 men. 


APPARATUS 


Eagle hose wagon, Souhegan hose wagon, Alert 
hook and ladder truck, Neptune fire engine and hose 
reel, all equipped. Hose and material on hand: 2,300 
ft. 2% inch hose, 200 ft. 2 inch hose, 150 ft. 1 inch hose, 
40 rubber coats. 500 ft. 214 inch hose was purchased 
during the year. 

A new alarm box, No. 18, was located at the corner 
of Nashua and Clinton streets. Box No. 32, which was 
formerly at this place, has been moved to near the old 
Fair Ground, and box No. 238, which was located there, 
was moved to East Milford. 

For the usual expenses of the fire department for the 
year, we would recommend the appropriation of $1,500.

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REPORT OF THE 
BOARD OF WATER COMMISSIONERS, 


To the Citizens of Milford: 


Your Board of Water Commissioners herewith submit 
their annual report for the year ending Feb. 15, 1906, to- 
gether with that of the superintendent and treasurer. 

The year has been a satisfactory one. ‘There has been 
an adequate supply of good water, the system has had 
good care and is in good condition, the income has been 
sufficient to pay all the running expenses, improvements, 
extensions, the fixed charges, and return to the town 
$1,600.00 of the $2,732.00 paid by the town for hydrant — 
service. 

MANAGEMENT. 

After careful consideration and consultation your board 
were of the opinion that it would be unadvisable to make 
any change at present in system of management. Any 
change suggested would largely increase expenses, but not 
the income nor the efficiency of the plant. 

, BOARD MEETINGS. 


The board have continued the custom established last 
year of meeting the first Thursday evening of each calen- 
dar quarter to hear requests or complaints of citizens and 
water users; we are glad to report that there has been 
comparatively little complaint. 

NO. 3 WELL 


At the first board meeting of the year steps were taken 
to have removed the old wood frame from the inside of 
No. 3 well. This was done soon as possible, the walls of 
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the well cleaned and all three wells are now in fine con- 
dition. 
STANDPIPE. 

Board thought wise to have standpipe covered as recom- 
mended by experts to keep the light from the water; bids 
were invited, and the contract awarded to the Boston 
Bridge Co. for a steel roof screened to keep the birds out. 
The work was done as per contract and the result has 
been beneficial. 

RUSTY WATER. 


Water users who are troubled with rusty water are re- 
minded that it is caused largelv by poor pipe in their own 
house and can only be remedied by repiping their service 
with cement lined or brass pipe. This water acts very 
quickly upon iron or galvanized iron .pipe, completely fill- 
ing it with rust, in some cases. Patrons who have taken 
out iron or galvanized pipe and put in cement lined, or 
brass, have reported great improvement in the water. 


ANALYSES, 


Frequent analyses of the water by the state chemist at 
Concord have shown it to be in good condition at every 
trial.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT, REGISTRAR 
AND TREASURER. 


To the Honorable Board of Water Commissioners of the 
Town of Milford, N. H.: | 


GENTLEMEN: -I herewith present my seventh annual 
report. I make the house to house inspection in the 
spring and fall of each year, and many leaky fixtures 
are found. 

I do all the office work of the year and run the pumps 
seven days of the week through the winter months. The 
pumps have to be run every day in the year. 

| METERS. 

Six new meters have been installed; seven old ones 
replaced by new ones; twenty-seven repaired and five 
discontinued. 

SERVICES. 


Hight new services have been added, two of which 
took the place of old ones. Four have been lowered to 
prevent freezing, and four services of galvanized iron 
pipe have been relaid with cement lined pipe. 

About four hundred feet of the service pive on Elm 
street was lowered to a depth of about six feet. This 
service has frozen every winter, and it was decided to 
lower it before the state road was completed. 

Three service pipes, which were near the dead ends 
of the main pipe, have been connected at the very end 
of main pipe line, so as to form a complete circulation 
to that line of pipe. 
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HYDRANTS. 

Two Walker hydrants have taken the place of two 
worn out Chapman hydrants. These hydrants, in many 
respects, are a great improvement over the present ones 
in use. I personally inspect the hydrants and try to 
keep them all in good working order at all times. In 
the fall I pump them out, if any water is found in them, 
thus preventing any chance of their freezing. 


MAIN GATES. 

Five new gates have been added to the system as fol- 
lows: ‘Two ten-inch gates; one at the foot of the hill 
near the stand-pipe. When this gate was put in, the 
water had to be shut off from the town. ‘The other ten- 
‘inch gate was put into the system in the cellar at the 
pumping station. By the use of this gate, we are enabed 
to pump out the water from any of the wells without 
pumping into the system. One six-inch gate was put 
into the system on the new extension off West street. 
One two-inch gate at end of extension as a blow off. 
One four-inch gate was put in as an auxiliary to a hy- 
drant on Union street. 

Leaks, at five main gates, have been repaired. The 
air chamber, at end of pipe line on Gilson hill, is in a 
pit, whose sides were originally of wood, having decayed, 
[ personally replaced them with a good stone and brick 
structure. 

June 22, a large air chamber, made of a ten-inch pipe, 
twelve feet long, was placed in the forced main pipe in 
the pumping station, which gives more air cushion, and 
has practically stopped all compiaints of water hammer 
throughout the entire system. 

The boilers at the pumping station have been in- 
spected four times this last year and pronounced in good 
condition. A year ago, a boiler compound was recom. 
mended, but is considered unnecessary at present. 


The linings to the doors are replaced about once a 
year. We have had no repairs to the grates for the last 
seven years, which is remarkable. 

Our pumps are of the M.T. Davidson make of Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., and are a steam pump with no condenser. 
They are in excellent condition, as will be seen by the 
records, pumping 122 1-4 gallons of water with one 
pound of coal, an increase of four and one quarter gal- 
lons over last year. This is a good showing for this kind 
of a pump, when one takes into consideration how small 
a quantity a pound of coal is. 

July 25, the stand-pipe was emptied of water and 
thoroughly cleaned out; during the time, the pumps 
had to be run every minute to keep up a pressure of 
eighty-five pounds. 

Nov. 8, an extention was made of three hundred and 
sixty-seven feet of six-inch pipe on East Knight street. 
DEAD ENDS. 

All the dead ends have been blown out once or twice 
a month through the summer season, and every precau- 
tion taken to keep the water in good condition. The 
difference in the quality of water in different parts of 
the town is due to the difference in pipe in the house. 


ANALYSIS. 


At four different times during the present year 
samples of the water have been sent to the state board 
of health at Concord, who reported as follows: ‘ Nor- 
mal. This water is in good condition.” ‘Normal. Good 
water.” 

The first of January, 1906, we had. in our coal shed 
about twenty-three tons of coal, which was paid for out 
of 1905 income. 

All bills up to date are paid and the interest, sinking 
fund, and one thousand and six hundred dollars have 
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been paid the town treasurer. I wish to thank the hon- 
orable board for all the courtesies extended to me, and 
trust that this year will be as profitable as the one just 
passed.

It is the pleasure of the Board of Trustees to report 
that the library has fulfilled its usefulness, so far as its 
means would allow, for another year. The $1,100 appro- 
priated by the town has been carefully expended, and we 
think made to well serve the ends for which it was in- 
tended. The amount of the appropriation has always been 
inadequate to the needs of the institution and the economy 
necessary to avoid over expending the amount avail- 
able has retarded and made impossible the carrying 
forward of pregressive library methods, It is comforting 
to your Board of Trustees to realize that the public are 
taking notice of the needs of the library and especially of 
the rights of the children. The two generous bequests 
explained in the letter to the town, published else- 
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where, is a practical recognition and will be helpful in 
furthering the work of the library among the children. 

The report of the librarian, which follows this, outlines, 
in a measure, the work accomplished, also the immediate 
needs to keep the library up even to its present standard 
of excellence. 

The work of conducting the library seems to increase 
yearly, and at the present time, and for the past five years 
has been beyond the capacity of the librarian. The detail 
work is enormous and she has much assistance in her cler- 
ical work, for which service she has paid for out of her own 
salary for many years. This is a condition that should not 
exist, or do we believe does exist with the knowledge of 
the taxpayers. Miss Doane’s services are invaluable to the 
town and the patrons of the library. To retain them 
assistance must be provided for her. ‘The trustees have 
thoroughly canvassed the matter and consider her request 
a reasonable one, and recommend that the annual appro- 
priation for the support and maintenance of this most use- 
ful institution be increased to $1,500, - 


THE TRUSTEES. 


The report of the librarian and treasurer follows :— 
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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN , 


To the Trustees of Milford Free Library : 


A late library journal says:—‘“The functions of a libra- 
ry are manifold, but still may all be summed up in one 
word—service. To that end we systematize our work, 
keep our records, catalog, etc. with the strictest care.” 

The report of the last year’s work isin print, giving as 
far as a report can give, the results of that work, but the 
real results can never be incorporated in anyreport. ‘The © 
number of books given out, the number of days the libra- 
ry was open, the number of books purchased or rebound, 
the periodicals in the reading room, the list of books add- 
ed and the various other items of the statistical report rep- 
resent in a very small degree the amount of actual service 
performed. I would present for your consideration the 
needs of the library in order to continue its usefulness, 
and meet the ever increasing demands of the public. De- 
mands not unreasonable but the reasonable rights, as ful- 
filing the legitimate functions of the library of the present. 

A large part of the service is reference work which is 
constantly increasing, and this is one of the proofs of the 
usefulness of the library. ‘There is now quite a good col- 
lection of reference books available, and not a day passes 
without one or more consultations. 

Our magazines are bound, thus making them easily ac- 
cessible, as we take a periodical index which gives us the 
contents up to date. ‘This indexes also the weekly period- 
icals, but they acccumulate so rapidly that with the daily 
routine of labor to be performed there has not been found 
time to so arrange them that they can be readily consult- 


ed. 
The library keeps in close connection with the schools.

to 


Its use by the scholars for reference work and study of 
subjects in connection with their lessons is large and in- 
creasing. One of our urgent needs is more and better 
work with the children: A need which we realize more 
and more every day. A small corner of the stack room is 
devoted to their especial use, and under the circumstances 
they make remarkably good use of it, but when your libra- 
rian has a few minutes which she can devote personally to 
them, she is aware how much more could be done if they 
could receive more attention. 

A revision of a part of our card catalog is very much 
needed ; a more complete listing of the contents of some 
valuable books under various subject headings. It would 
be impossible to adequately convey the great need of such 
a topical index, and equally impossible to give the innu- 
merable details necessary to accomplish the work to be 
done under the three special heads mentioned, and if this 
work is not accomplished the library will not only not ad. 
vance, but will go backward. In these strenuous times 
nothing stands still.

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Report of the Board of Education. 


The following report of the public schools of Milford, 
for the year ending Feb. 15, 1906, is submitted to the 
district. : 

Owing to a change in the form of school government 
the annual report of the schools takes a different form 
from what the district has been accustomed to. Under 
a superintendent the various departments report to the 
superintendent and he to the school board. Said re- 
ports will be found appended. 

Four years ago the school district of Milford voted 
to employ a superintendent of schools and instructed 
the school board to execute the order, but until spring 
no suitable combination could be made. Last May the 
superintendent of public instruction visited Milford and 
organized the supervisory district of Antrim, Wilton 
and Milford. ‘The school boards of these towns met in 
June and elected Hervey L. Woodward superintendent 
at a salary of $1,500., Milford paying $700, Wilton 
$500 and Antrim $300. One-half the amount expend- 
ed for superintendent’s salary is refunded to the town 
by the state treasurer. 

It was thought at the time of its formation, and has 
since proved true, that such a district would not be 
satisfactory. We would recommend that at the expira- 
tion of the year this supervisory district be discontinued 
and anew one formed with Wilton and Milford. These 
two towns will make a very good district, and furnish 
work enough for the right man. 
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Next summer some radical changes ought to to be 
made at the “Old Brick” building. The toilet arrange- 
ments as they are now placed are an intolerable nuisance. 
Every year they have to be patched up with unsatisfac- 
tory results. The basement ought to be utilized for 
this purpose. If itis found on scientific investigation 
that the basement is impracticable, then the first floor 
should be used for the toilet arrangements and the 
second floor used for the primary school. 

These changes would not require very much expense. 

The late John Wheeler presented to the high school, 
last summer, his valuable collection of botanical speci- 
mens, and later his brother Albert Wheeler gave the 
school some books on botany.

To the School Committee of Milford, N. H.: 


It is my pleasure to submit to you this report, the first 
from this office, of the work of the schools.

September, 1905, there were 734 pupils enrolled in the 
schools, distributed by grades as follows:

In the High school there are 107 pupils. This number is 
14.6 per cent. of the pupils enrolled. For the entire State the 
percentage is about 6 per cent. While this is a creditable 
showing, it should not be forgotten that a number of tuition 
pupils increases our rate. There is promise still of improve- 
ment here, and good reason to believe that the enrollment of 
our High school will reach 130 in the immediate future.

According to our State Superintendent one of the first con- 
cerns of a Superintendent should be to improve the school 
attendance, and he is right in two-fold measure. It is an item 
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educationally and financially. The town appropriates freely 
for the support of its department of education and the chil- 
dren should secure as large a percentage of the good result- 
ing from the expenditures as possible. - With this end in view 
much pains has been taken, not only by myself but by the 
teachers as well, to secure a high rate of attendance. From 
the accompanying table it is shown that during the current 
year to January a higher percentage of attendance has been 
secured than has been recorded for the past eleven years. 
The State average (according to last report) was 88 per cent. 
It is hoped that the first term’s mark, 95.2, will be increased 
by the end of the present school year in June. For the school 
year ending June, 1905, the average tardiness per pupil was 
1.9. An improvement has also been made here since Septem- 
ber as the present rate of tardiness shows .9 per pupil for a 
full school year. It is hoped this will improve still more be- 
fore June next. 


Attendance Laws. 


It has become my duty to call the attention of a few of our 
citizens to the laws relating to school attendance, and in 
every case with good results. In each instance I have been 
treated courteously and for the benefit of some who may not 
know the law relating to the attendance of their charges a 
few of the most important are given below. 


No person shall attend any public, parochial, or private 
school unless he has been vaccinated or has had the smallpox, 
and this section shall be enforced by the board of health. 

No parent or guardian, person or persons having the cus- 
tody of any child, shall permit such child, if infected with any 
communicable disease, or bas been exposed to such, to attend 
anv public or private school. 

Any person who knowingly violates any provision of this 
chapter, or any regulation established by the authority of this - 
chapter, shall be punished by a fine of ten dollars for each 
offense. 

No child under the age of twelve years shall be employed in 
any manufacturing establishment. No child under the age of 
fourteen years shall be employed in any manufacturing estab- 
lishment, nor in any mechanical, mercantile, or other employ- 
ment, during the time in which the public schools are in session 
in the district in which he resides. 

No child under the age of sixteen years shall be employed 
in anv manufacturing establishment, or in any mechanical, 
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mercantile, or other employment, during the time in which 
the public schools are in session in the district in which he 
resides, without first presenting a statement of his age from 
his parent or guardian, sworn to before the superintendent of 
. schools, or, if there is no superintendent of schools, before 
some person authorized by the school board of the district in 
which such child is employed. 

If any owner, agent, superintendent, or overseer of a man. 
ufacturing, mechanical, or mercantile establishment or any 
other person shall employ any child in violation of the pro- 
visions of either of the three preceding sections, he shall be 
fined not exceeding fifty dollars tor each offense, for the use of 
the district. | 

Every person having the custody and control of a child be- 
tween the ages of eight and fourteen years, or of a child under 
the age of sixteen years, who cannot read at sight and write 
legibly simple sentences in the English language, residing in a 
school district in which a public school is annually taught, 
shall cause such child to attend the public school all the time 
such school is in session, unless the child shall be excused ' by 
the school board of the district because his physical or men- 
tal condition is such as to prevent his attendance at school for 
the period required, or because he was instructed in the Eng- 
lish language in a private school approved by the school board 
for a number of weeks equal to that in which the public school 
was in session in the common English branches, or, having 
acquired those branches, in other more advanced studies. 
Any person who does not comply with the requirements of 
this section shall be fined ten dollars for the first offense and 
twenty dollars for every subsequent offense, for the use of the 
district. 


Teachers are instructed that necessary absence is 

(1) Due to child’s own sickness. 

(2) Due to contagious disease in household. 

(3) Due to VERY inclement weather. 

(4) Due to death in immediate family. 

They are not to excuse absence for 

(1) Failure to file certificate of vaccination or exemption 
therefrom. 

(2) Failure of parents or other persons responsible to pro- 
vide necessary clothing. 

(3) Desire of parents or custodians to utilize the child’s 
labor. 
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(4) Failure to enter school promptly when transferred 
from one school to another. 

Health of Pupils. 

It will be seen from the law just quoted that it is the busi- | 
ness of the school authorities to first consider the health of the , 
pupils, and this is right. When danger is suspected the pupil 
should be sent home at once. Whenever there is any doubt as 
to a contagious disease rooms and books should be promptly 
fumigated. It is recommended that chiidren use individual 
drinking cups and thus avoid risks. A convenient collapsible 
cup can be obtained for a small cost. At all times the school 
authorities are ready to co-operate with the Board of Health. 


For the benefit of teachers and others in cases of contagious 
diseases the following table is inserted:

Medical Inspection. 


Basic to every other consideration, good health must be 
recognized as the fundamental aim of all education. 

Of what avail is all the knowledge of the books if the right 
care of the pupil’s health is neglected. At this point it is well 
to mention that our children should be furnished with system 
atic medical inspection. The state of Connecticut has a 
compulsory law in this respect. In Massachusetts many of the 
cities and towns provide for regular examination and inspec- 
tion. These examinations vary greatly in the different cities 
and towns where they have been introduced. Generally they 
are confined to defects in sight and hearing. Some include in- 
fectious diseases, conditions of nutrition, deformities of the 
spine, etc. Be it much or little the results have been a revela- 
tion to teachers, school authorities, and citizens. Many chil- 
dren have been found restless, inattentive, dull, otherwise in- 
capable of performing school duties from physical causes. 
These have been considered by their instructors as mentally 
deficient or intractable. When the causes have been removed 
or the needed treatment has been given these have become 
bright and agreeable pupils. It is not expected that a town 
like ours can go into any elaborate system, but at a slight 
cost sufficient can be done to start many an afflicted child to- 
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ward the proper institution for special treatment. It seems 
that we might expect to secure the following from a simple 
system of inspection: 

(1) Identification of all pupils requiring medical care. 

(2) Prompt exclusion from school of all pupils suffering 
from communicable diseases. 

(3) Exclusion from school until appropriate medical treat- 
ment is begun of pupils suffering from other than transmis- 
sible diseases. 

(4) Detection of defects of sight and hearing and such de- 
formities as may be corrected or improved. 

Since the State compels the child to attend school, it is 
manifestly a duty owed the child that he be protected from 
disease. From any standpoint, it seems that the well-being 
of the community at large would be subserved by systematic 
medical inspection of our schools. For the sake of the chil- 
dren — recommend this matter for earnest consideration. 


Course of Study. 


Shortly after opening of schools in September I put in the 
hands of each teacher a copy of the Program of Studies as 
prepared by the State Department of Public Instruction, Mr. 
H. C. Morrison, Superintendent. Instructions were given to 
adjust the work to this State Course as closely as the existing 
limitations would permit. Many excellent results have been 
obtained from the efforts of some of the teachers in this work 
and I believe that in the main the program as outlined is very 
well suited to the needs of our schools. With the State Super- 
intendent in his scheme for an eight-year elementary course, 
I am in hearty accord. It is my firm belief based upon ex- 
tended observation and study that it is entirely wrong to keep 
a child dawdling over a long course when he could by appli- 
cation accomplish it much sooner. After consulting the eighth 
grade teachers I became convinced that there were pupils in 
these grades who have sufficient attainment and enough abil- 
ity to prepare for the High school directly from the eighth 
grade and some of these pupils who were willing to apply 
themselves (and whom the teachers deemed capable of accom- 
plishing the end sought), are now being instructed with the 
hope in view that next September they may be found capable 
of taking up Freshman work in the High school. Last June 
about 40 pupils were detained to repeat a useless review in 
the upper four grades—more than one-fourth of the pupils. 
There is something wrong with a school-system that has such 
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a record, for experience tells me that one-fourth of humanity 
is not of the dullard class. 
Overcrowded Rooms. 

But it is the duty of the Superintendent to find this trouble 
and I offer the following as the causes leading to the state 
of things mentioned. In ten of our village schools there are 
478 pupils, an average of 48 pupils. Mr. Morrison says, in his 
course of study, this: ‘School boards are cautioned that the 
grading of a school does not make it possible profitably to as- 
sign to a teacher a large number of pupils. The legitimate 
purpose of grading is better work, not a lower money outlay. 
No teacher in grades I and II should ever be assigned more 
than thirty pupils.. It may be possible to keep more in order; 
it is doubtful if it is ever possible to teach more. In grades 
III to VIII, it is far better to keep the number down to a maxi- 
mum of thirty pupils per teacher, and no teacher should in any 
case be assigned more than forty. School boards are cau- 
tioned that not more than thirty pupils should be assigned to 
each teacher.” 

Mr. Morrison is right when he says that the legitimate pur- 
pose of grading is better work, not lower money outlay. But 
it frequently happens that the assignment of large schools to 
the grades brings poor work and a large outlay. 

Loss of Years. 

The following table has been prepared to show the distribu- 
tion of pupils by grades and ages. A careful study of it di- 
vulges many facts. It shows that over one hundred years of 
- school life have been lost to our pupils in the first nine years. 
Now if these 111 lost years are multiplied by the cost per cap- 
ita you have an amount which shows the cost to the town of 
overcrowding schools. It means that an approximate amount 
of three thousand dollars is expended without commensurate 
returns. It would be far cheaper to give a proper allotment to 
each teacher, have our pupils apply themselves during an ele- 
mentary course of eight years and save in the neighborhood 
of $2000, in addition to the enormous amount represented in *' 
the yearly earning capacity of one hundred and eleven years: 
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The table on the preceding page shows us the curve of dis- 
tribution by grades and ages. The heavy broken line is the 
present curve for the village schools, excluding the district 
schools. The light continuous oblique lines show the direction 
that a curve should take where the progress of the pupils is 
what it ought to be. It should be the left or right line, or a 
line within and parallel thereto, according to the age of admis- 
sion. The broken line shows very conclusively that something 
is the matter with our pupils’ progress. 

It will be observed that the bulk of our pupils achieve two 
years’ progress in the first four years, that in the third grade 
the line proceeds normal, then a freak occurs in the nature of 
two grades accomplished at less than a year’s expense of life, 
then nearly two years of life pass to accomplish the next 
grade. During seventh and eighth grades the line proceeds 
normal, during the ninth grade two years of the child’s life 
passes: following this another freak where a year’s progress 
occurs without any advancement in age, and then during the 
remainder of the High school course it continues normal. 
What are the causes? They may be inefficient teaching, over- 
crowded rooms, and an improperly articulated course of study, 
any one or more of these may be factors to the condition. I 
am inclined, with my short experience here, to attribute it 
principally to the overcrowding of the rooms. But it can be 
remedied and I trust that another year will show something 
more desirable. A loss of four years during the first nine 
grades can soon be adjusted to a much smaller one if the 
teachers are not permitted to have twice as many pupils as 
they can handle rightly. The average membership in our 
schools this term is 250 greater than it was in the years of 
1905, an increase of 55 per cent. Some of this, it appears to 
me, is accounted for by the foregoing condition. 


Entrance Age. 
The foregoing condition can be removed by the assistance 
of two factors. One is by raising the age of entrance to six 
years. This will relieve at once. 


Eight-Year Course. 


The other factor will be an eight-year elementary course. 
That the community might know what the consensus of edu- 
cational opinion on these two subjects is in the State, I tooka 
deal of trouble and went to some expense to secure the follow- 
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Data Regarding Elementary School Course. 


In January I sent to all the school superintendents in the 
State a circular. letter containing the following questions. 
Every one responded to my request. Replies were, therefore, 
received from ten city superintendents and twelve district 
superintendents. Following are the questions asked: 

1 Have you nine grades below your High school? 

2 If so, what subjects are taught in grade nine? 

3 Do you advocate a nine grades system? 

4 Do you do so if no High school subjects are taught in 
grade nine? 

5 Have you kindergartens? 

6 Age of admission to kindergartens? 

7 Age of dismissal from kindergartens? 

8 At what age are pupils admitted to grade one? 

9 Would you recommend a different age of admission? 

10 If so, what? 

11 Do you think that eight years are sufficient to fit the 
average pupil for High scnool if he enters grade one at five? 

12 At six years? 

Six of the cities report nine grades, and nine of the districts, 
a total of fifteen out of the twenty-two. Of these fifteen, 
twelve replied that High school subjects were taught therein, 
thus leaving but three teaching grade subjects in grade nine, or 
only 14 per cent. of these cities and towns have a nine grades 
system where no High school subject is taught in the ninth 
grade. 

The fifteen superintendents who reported a ninth grade in 
their system answered the third question as follows: Seven 
advocated the system, four were doubtful, and the balance 
answered “No.” Of the twenty-two, eleven answered “No” 
and four were doubtful. j 

In answering the fourth question as to whether they would 
advocate a ninth grade without High school subjects only five 
responded “Yes.” 

Ten had kindergartens. None having an eight grade basis 
had kindergarten. Nearly all the cities had kindergartens. 
The ages of admission varied from three-and-a-half to six 
years, ages of dismissal from five to six-and-a-half years. 

As to age of admission to grade I, question eight, twelve 
reported five years, the balance six years. In the districts 
the number was evenly reported, six having five, and six hav- 
ing six years as the age of entrance. 
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Those systems having five as the entering age reported in 
favor of a higher age entrance. Only five reported that they 
would not raise the age limit. 

Eleven answered the tenth question and all but one placed 
the age at six or more, while three reported seven years. 

There were received twenty responses to question eleven. 
Six answered “Yes” and the balance “No.” In answer to the 
last question there was great uniformity for out of twenty- 
two replies, twenty were of the opinion that “eight years are 
sufficient to fit the average child for High school if he enters 
grade [I at the age of six.” ; 

The foregoing shows the opinion of the State educators to 
be that for the child to enter school at six years of age and 
to have an eight-year course preparatory to High school is far 
better than to allow him to begin at five and take a nine years’ 
course. It is not better from an educational standpoint only, 
but it is also better from the financial standpoint, for it costs 
more to have a child dawdling through nine years than it does 
to have him applying himself for eight. This is from the dol- 
lars and cents standpoint. 

Reading. 

Reading is thought-getting. Since all the future work in 
school is based upon thinking how essential it is that a large 
share of the time in the Primary grades should be given to 
this development of the power to beget thought. For this rea- 
son I have allotted, in the time schedule which appears else- 
where, a large proportion to reading in the lower grades. Few 
books have been purchased this year, but we shall need to pay 
more attention to this in the future. A few sets of readers 
have been placed in the lower grades, also a small number in 
the upper grades. Historical and geographical readers were 
among the number for the upper grades as well as some stand- 
ard literature matter. 

Handwork. 

Early this term a little rafia work was undertaken in some 
of the grades, under the direction of Miss Knapp, Supervisor 
of Drawing. The teachers have reported most excellent work 
and interest. The pupils enter the work with a sort of furor. 
Nearly three hundred pupils are at this work and I have found | 
six who report to me that they do not like it. Could such a 
record be shown in any other subject? It is the beginning of 
a manual training course and I wish to suggest that a few hun- 
dred dollars would equip us with tools and utensils for this 
work. 
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Manual Training. 

Plenty of room can be made available at a very slight or 
practically no expense in the High school building and 
all the Grammar grades could have this advantage. We should 
not wait till cur boys go to the penitentiary before we give 
them instruction in one of the most essential subjects in the 
school curriculum. 

The following time schedule is prepared for the use of the 
teachers and is based as far as possible on the State Course of 
Study:

High School. 


The popularity of this school can be no more clearly shown 
than By the fact that the increase in membership more than 
keeps pace with increase in population of our town. A still 
stronger token is that its membership rate increases faster 
than that of the grades. This is due, no doubt, to the sound 
policy of the Committee and their late principal, Mr. Sisk. 
It is the intention that this branch of the school system shall 
keep in touch with the best methods of teaching and shall 
have a sufficient teaching force to rightly accomplish the 
work. 

Certification. 

Last January the school was granted by the New England 
College Entrance Board the privilege of certification to the 
following colleges: Amherst College, Boston University, Bow- 
doin College, Brown University, Dartmouth College, Mount 
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Holyoke College, Smith College, Tufts College, University of 
Maine, Wellesley College, and Wesleyan University. The cer- 
tification can be withdrawn at the will of the Board and real- 
izing that the great increase in membership would jeopardize 
our standing with the Board it was deemed wise to engage an 
additional teacher. 


Additional Teacher. 

We believe the school fulfills to a greater degree the demands 
that are placed upon it as the completing stage in our school 
system. As a result, the pupils are receiving more fully such 
instruction as may rightly be expected of a modern High 
school. The large Freshman and Sophomore classes are now 
given opportunity to recite in two divisions. This could not 
have been accomplished by the old force without shortening 
the recitations and increasing the number of periods. The lat- 
ter were already seven in number and the former less than 40 
minutes. The present arrangement gives six daily periods 
with 45-minute recitations. The division of these two classes 
makes it possible to arrange the daily program so as to allow 
pupils who come from out of town opportunity to obtain all 
the recitations scheduled for their courses. Another feature is 
that the additional teacher has permitted the arrangement of 
the work among the several teachers by related departments. 
The departments which have been most strengthened by the 
new regime are English and history, the two that most need 
the best provision. 

Course of Study. 

That our High school may be indeed “the people’s college” 
a suggestive course has been prepared and is found elsewhere 
in this report. It has been made largely elective, increasingly 
so as the course progresses. To each subject is attached its 
. diploma value. This course will permit those pupils who wish 
to prepare for college to do so in four, five, or six years as they 
may desire. It is my conviction that by this our High school 
will be made a more potent factor for thorough scholarship. 

Credit System. 

Not all the work done by a pupil in the High school 
counts toward diploma credits, and this is wrong. At 
present no credits. are given in Music, Drawing, Military 
Drill, Attendance and Deportment. Each of these should re- 
ceive recognition. 


Music. 
Frequently it happens that a considerable number of the pu- 
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pils of the High School drop their musical studies (vocal and 
instrumental) taken outside of school, because the task is too 
sreat to carry them with the work required at school. Itisa 
mistake. One by temperament suited for musical attainments 
should receive encouragement rather than be forced to lay 
aside such endeavors for many less congenial. A pupil doing 
this work under a competent and thoroughly responsible 
teacher should receive some credit for such work, and it is my 
opinion that some arrangement may be made that would bene- 
fit a number of our pupils and not injure the school. This is 
a suggestion for discussion, not a recommendation for action.

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Notes on Course of Study. 

Each subject counts for as many diploma credits as indi- 
cated by the figure at its right. Where two figures appear the 
one within the ( ) indicates the credits and the other the 
periods per week. Seventy-two diploma credits are necessary 
for graduation. At least two years of foreign language, two 
of history, and one of science must be elected by those who 
seek a diploma. 

Work elected in any one year must not be less than is re- 
quired for sixteen diploma credits. 

In addition to the electives offered each year any pieces 
belonging to previous years may be taken. Chemistry may 
be taken in third year by those who have previously made nine 
credits in science. 

Where a foreign language is elected two consecutive years 
must be taken to make valid diploma credits in such subjects. 

Courses should be selected by pupils with the consent of 
their parents and the approval of the Principal, especially 
when pupils intend to enter college or an Institute of Technol- 
ogy. 

Conclusion. 

In concluding my report I must acknowledge the obligations 
which the last six months of service for the town have laid 
upon me. The pleasures of this short experience have been in- 
tensified through the consciousness of the prevalence of an ap- 
preciative interest in the upbuilding of the schools. This in- 
terest has manifested itself to me in a variety of ways, all 
replete with good cheer. 

I acknowledge my indebtedness for a gracious disposition to 
be helpful in the furtherance of the school requirements; for 
the charity whose exercise bespeaks broad-mindedness; for 
the thoughtful consideration of the School Committee in af- 
fording such freedom of action as has challenged my loyalty 
as a subject; for the patient forbearance of a teaching force 
in awaiting the adjustment of a new regime; for the kindly 
spirit in the most part with which my few suggestions have 
been taken; for the kindly atmosphere of the home that has 
been manifested to me through the courteous action of the 
children. All this helps to make pleasant a vocation involving 
many peculiar difficulties and perplexities, and I must needs 
be grateful. “ | 

No one realizes better the defects of his school administra- 
tion than the Superintendent himself and he is often depressed 
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from failing to reach his ideals. But it is better to see ‘printed 
large” the good things around him, to appreciate the faithful 
service of his teachers, the confidence of his School Commit- 
tee, the kindly attitude of his fellow-townsmen and to find 
supremest satisfaction in the progress of his boys and girls 
toward an intelligent, noble manhood and womanhood. Though 
not fully satisfied, yet I am encouraged, for which I here ex- 
press my gratitude to many.
